During the course of the interview with 7ffirrTAK3R Cr 
on l.ax'ch 16, 19h9, he provided the informtion set forth hereinafter. 

/!Ai.3^>R5 stated that sometime in about 193$ the unknown ^ 
subject "BTT,L«^^who was his suoeric^t that tine, mentioned an individual 
by the nanie of COL. DEAN IVAN iA!>B4< CIllJiBERS stated that he never heard 
of this individ-ial before, but at sons future ttiie learned that lAI.'.B . 
was rcnortedly an international adventurer; that at one tljne he was 
connected with the Chinese Air Force, and still another time had soae 
association with a Central American air force, possibly that of Nxcaragua. 

"DU^L" oroposed to KJAT.DEKRS that the latter 2et in touch 
with UrJB to determine* if any "docuinents" could be secured throufjh LA'iB, 
CHA-'-i-;RS said that he did not recall that any special type of documents 
were rsf erred to other than possibly "intelligence docu^iients .'• 

CHAMBERS said that he did not knovv just hav to go ai->out 
approachin.': COL.

In vie\7 of the alleged contact between COL. LAJffi and ALGER

event he is still alive, interview should be had with him for any informa- 
tion ho may be able to provide with reference to this matter. In this 
connection it might be noted ti-at the vrriter has checked the New York 
Times Index for the years 1537 to 19lj3, and no reference was contained 
therein indicating «iat COL. LAMB was deceased. It was noted that an 
individual, probably identical vdth the person* mentioned by CHA!.3ERS, 
was listed as !,'AJOR DEAN IVAN LAJIB in the Times Index for 19liii and 19U5.

At the request of Mr. E. J. Connelley, the writer telephonically, 
contacted Supervisor Delavigne at the Washington Field Office at 2:30 p.m., 
«arch 21, 19/>9. Vr. Delavigne was advised that Vr. Connelley was personally 
interested in ascertaining the results of the check by the Washington Field 
with the State Department cfnce,E£^6 rolls C and D, Grand Jury exhibits 
AB and ii?, and the corparison^ prepared from these rolls with the original 
State Department documents. 

Vr. Delavigne advised that the Washington Field Office was ex- 
periencing considerable difficulty with the State Department in obtaining 
the desired information. He indicated that the ViTashington Field Office had 
been pushing the State Department on this matter and now contemplated the 
submission of a report containing the desired information on Varch 2U, 19A9* 
ffr* Delavigne was requested to submit a teletype summary reflecting all in- 
forration obtained from the State 'Department on the afternoon of Varch 21, 
19^9. Vr. Delavigne indicated that such a teletype summary would be sent 
to the New York Office.

Hr. CIlAIv3BRS stated that s«tfnetime in 1936 LINCOLN STEFFEI^contacted 
hin, possibly through hlAXm LISBEx^ He asked that CHAMBERS meet him at the 
Commodore Hotel in New York City. It turned out that the purpose of this V 

meeting was to get CIIAMB3RS to write a biography of 3TEFFENS close friend^-FILEIffiy 
who was the individual for vfhom the large department store in Boston, Massachusetts 
is named. 

CliUSEHS stated that he declined this offer and suggested the name 
of RDB^:aT CAirrvffiLl. to STEFFEKS as being an individual who might possibly write 
this biography. It was CliAKBERS^ understanding that CMWIELL did actually 
prepare this biography, but it vras never published. 

CHAIiBERS said that at the time of his visit with STEFFENS at the 
Commodore Hotel, the latter was occupying a suite there. Vlhile CHAl-iBERS was 
talking to STEFFENS, he observed that a door between the rooms of the suite -was 
ajar and he heard loud talking in the next room. CHAiaERS stated that STEFFENS 
explained this talking by nodding to^vards the door and stating, "ANNA LOUISE 
STRONG is in there." 

C1-IAI:bEK3 said at this tins he had a long personal conversation 
with STIIFFSMS. He said that STEFFSfrs stated that he, CliAiaErtS, was more a 
Bolshevik than any other American he had met, and that "the future of the 
country lay in hands of men of ny type." However, ClIAViBSnS stated that he thought 
vfas possibly disturbed by his, CIIAlfBESS, Bolshevik realism. He related 
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that as he T^as leaving and v/as walking down the hotel corridor, STEFFENS canxe 
out of his rocD and shouted, "Keep a warm spot in your heart Y/HITTAIiER" . 

CHAi3SR3 stated that STKTFEKS knevf him as "HUGH J0NESH(7 He 'is 
unable to recall just how ST['7FENS knew this, and stated that he 'Cannot recall , 
using this name. Ho.vcver, it is entirely possible that he night have reviewed - . 
a book or books for the "New itepublic" using that name. 

Sometime in about September, 1948 after one of CHAIiBSRS' appearance^ 
as a witness for the House Committee on Un-American Activities, LEONAHU LYOKSJZT 
tolephontu him at Time, Inc. LYONS informed him that he had just obse rved 
a letter which was in a publication of collected letters of LINCOLN STEFFENS, 
and which tos allegedly written to CHAlv3ERS by LINCOLN STE?F£NS. He subsequently 
ascertained that although he had never received this letter, according to the 
book,STEFI''^iJ3 is supposed to have written a very laudatory letter commenting on 
the articles that CM?3oaS ^vrcte for "New losses" in 1932, CHAISERS also heard 
about these letters in STltFFENS* book through one of Timers foreign correspondenW. 
According to this correspondent, the latter had bpon traveling with ELLA WINTERSjf^' 
the wife of LINCOLN STEFFENS. It appears that ih about 1947 she was traveling 
with this Time correspondent, SAJ.IUEL G. VfELL^ftn the Russian zone of Germany. 
It wa? on trils occasion that the VilNTERS' woman told ';VELL3 about the letters 
that her husband had written to CHA^^SHS, She declared at this time that she 
could not believo that a man who wrote such stories in "New Masses" could have 
broken with the Communist Party. 

LINCOLN STEFFENS is, of course, best known for an auto-biography 
v;hich he wrote and, according to CHAIvIBERS, vfas one of tho most famous "muckraisers, 
At one time he was TITOODiTCiT \7ILS0N's observer during the Russian revolution in 
1919 •'ind was also active in some capacity for IrVIISON at the Paris Peace Conference 
in 1919 • According to CHAIffiEfiS, he was a perennial fellovr traveler. 

. According to CHAl^iBEliS, STEFFENS. is alleged to have met ELLA ^miTERS 
at the Paris Peace Conference when she was the secretary to LLOYD GEORGE. She was 
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also a fellow traveler, and possibly became a member of the Communist Party at 
some later period. 

It is sug«^csted that an effort be made to locate the abovementionad 
oublication, "Collected Letters of LINCOLN STEFFENS", so that the letters . 
allegedly in-itten to CHAMBERS by STEFFENS may be reviewed for any value that 
they might be to this investigation. •

Reference is made to the report of SA J. L. KIRKLAIID, 3/8A9, 
Philadelphia, Pa», in the above entitled inatter* This report sets out a lead to 
inter/lew CHAl.BERS to determine whether CH.US3IS ;7as a camera enthusiast, s^d^ 
whether he possibly nay have taken any phbtographs of ALGER or PRI5CILLA Mts^ 
while the CrIAJ:BSfiS family were spending the summer of 1935 at Smithtovra and 
New Hope, Pa# 

In this connection CHAMBERS was interviewed on Klarch 15, 19^9 
and he related that other than the photographing of documents about whicb he 
has related in his signed statement, he was never "a camera enthusiast" ♦ He 
did state, harever, thqt his wife owned a box camera during the time they were ■ 
at Smithtovm and New Hope, and that she still has this camera in her possession. 
He stated that he cannot recall that he took any pictures with this camera while 
he and his family resided at Smithto\TO and New Hope, Pa. He stated that no 
photographs had ever been taken of ALGER or PRISCILLA HISS by him or his wife* 
ife stated that both he and his wife have talked this situation over on nimerous 
occasions, and have made a thorough examination of their premises and have never 
been able to'come up with such a photograph. 

In connection with the investigation being conducted by the 
Philadelphia office in the vicinity of New Hope, Pa., CHAI/iBEiiS stated that there 
is a very good possibility that the real estate^gent in Nev/ Hope, through whom 
the "Stone House" on the TOM and llARY liARSHALJ^arm was rented,. might recall 
seeing AI.OER HISS and CI-IATvIHCrtS vrhen the rental for this farm v^as arranged. 
It is C!rJ:LER5 present recollection that ALGER HISS was with him when he went 
to this real estate agent in Nevf Hope, Pa. 

In the evenVihat this real estate agent, whose name CHAl'BERS 
recalls as being ROBEIlTS^has not been intervievred, a lead should be set out 
in the next investigative report to have this indiv5.d\ial intsrviewed ai^ a ^^^^

• During thel^nterviOT had with FHANiCLII* 5PISR/ the former friend of Mr. 

and Mrs. Cim^ZBS0ov. Harch 14, 1949, the latter ^elated that Kr. and Mrs. 
CHAZtBKRS resided at the SPIER farm for a period of some months in 1932. During 
this interrogation, SPIoR informed SA La^rrence Bracken that he had heard frpm 
his, SPISH's, vrife that sometime while the CHAISERS family was occupying his 
farm, either CrLUffiERS or his wife buried some material in back of the SPIER farm. 
SPIER related th?t this act was probably prompted by the fact that the German- 
American Bund had purchased property adjacent to the SPIER farm, and CHAMBERS, 
for some reason or another, had decided to secrete some material which he had in 
his possession at bhnt time. 

On March 15, 1949 these facts were brought to the attention of Mr. CHAMBERS, 
and he related that he had absolutely no recollection of having secreted any 
material on the SPIER farm at any time. He did state, however, that the only 
thing of consequence that he had in his possession at that time, in so far as 
the Communist Party v^as concerned, was Communist propaganda, and that if anything 
had been secreted it would probably have been this type of material. 

On l2arch 15, 1949 the agents from the Baltimore office interviewed 
Mrs. CilAl/IBERS and she recalled that shortly sfter their marriage, in 1931, she and 
her husband took up a "periodic residence" at the SPDJR farm, near Glenn Gardener, 
Kev^ Jersey, and that they eventually moved from the farm in the Fall of 1933 ♦ 
SoTPctJire during their residenoc at the farm, Mrs. CiL\I3ERS buried a letter-sixe 
metal file containing miscellaneous Communist pamphlets and literature, which she 
did not desire to have discovered in their possession. This was buried in the 
truck garden plot near the barn. After moving from the farm in the early Fall of 
1933, I'^rs. CHAlIBEjtS returned to the SPffiR farm and recovered the letter-size 
metal file with its contents. On this occasion L'rs. CHAlv!3Ef(S told J^'r. and Mrs. 
SPISR about the concealment of this file and they helped her locate and recover 
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same. 

Subsequent to the recovery, Mrs. CIMSEPS stateaHhat they dispooed of 
.the Communist literature and pamphlets by destroying theii or gi^ring them away. 
She -TOS unr.ble to recall whether there was anything but Ccicinunist pamphlets 
and literature in the file at the time it was buried, and denied that there was- 
ani'thing belonging to the CHAWB12KS presently buried on the SPIi-R farm. 

Mrs. CFIAJBEftS was able to recall this date clearly because she was . 
pregPiint at the time and the child was bom in October, 1933. Mrs. CHAKBERS 
further denied that there was ever ejiy confidential documents buried on the 
SPIER farm to her knowledge. She likewise denied that she had informed Mrs. 
SPISi'( that there was any confidential documents secreted in this metal file. 

On Karch I6, 1949 Mr, CHAliBEliS was informed of the remarks made by 
his vrife in connection with this incident, and he stated that at that time this 
did not refresh Ms recollection in any way whatsoever, and that he could not 
add anything to what his wife said. He did indicate, ho-wever, that on his 
return to his farm in liiryland, he would discuss this matter vdth his wife and 
thereafter would inform agents of any additional material that he had obtained 
in this connection.
